Removal of Improvements 
Reserved Two Years 


Morgan Will Succeed Keller 
as President, June 30 


That the Globe Grain and Mill- 
ing Company has sold its stock 
yards at Vernon to the Santa Fe 
Rallroad for a consideration of 
$750,000, with rental privileges for 
a period of two years at a nominal 
rent and with the additional right 
to remove all improvements at the 
end of the two-year period, was the 
announcement made yesterday by 
W. E. Keller, president of the Globe 
Grain and Milling Company. 

The deal was handled directly 
with the railroad company. W. K. 
Etter, general manager of the San- 
ta Fe, sald yesterday that the pur- 
chase of the Globe stock yards by 
the compagy has no connection
